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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The executed Declaration was received 13 April 2004. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4 and 11 - 14 are objected to because of lack of antecedent basis for 
certain terms in the claims. In independent claims 4 and 11 -14, the applicant must 
include any of the previous distances, for example, Claim 4 does not provide proper 
antecedent basis for the fourth through seventh distances, because there are no first 
through third distances claimed and Claim 1 1 does not provide proper antecedent basis 
for the eighth through eleventh distances because there are no first through tenth 
distances claimed, etc. Claim 14 also lacks antecedent basis for "a second guide 
member" and "a second motor movable element" since there is no first guide member or 
first motor movable element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Tanaka (US 2004/0051854). 

Tanaka has a positioning system for a lithographic exposure apparatus and device 
manufacturing method having the motor movable element (in the stage mover assembly 
16), force absorbing mechanism (the reaction mass assembly, which in the first 
embodiment is 18, having components 33A in the x direction and 33B in the y direction) 
and the system has the first through third distances as claimed, see at least Figs 7A, 
7B, 20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 4-17 objected to because of informalities as described in paragraph 3, 
but would be allowable if rewritten to correct the problems discussed therein.
